Elsewhere in this special eight-page 
issue, you will find a-compilation of a 
number of interviews POUNDMAKER con- 
ducted with all the slates and candidat- 
es running in the present Students’ Un- 
ion Executive elections, 

All the candidates were asked the sa- 
me een questions, questions that dealt 
with what the staff of POUNDMAKER felt 
to be the major issues now confronting 
the Students’ Union at this university, 
This will allow eacj student to compare 
the responses of all the candidates and 
thereby, hopefully, allow him to make 
an intelligent and perhaps even partially 
informed choice. : : 

What we will do in this editorial is 
go through the various questions and ex- 
plain why we feel them to be important 
and what we feel a reasonable answer 
would be, 

1, Would you be in favour of cutting 
the Students’ Union budget in the area 
of management? Do’you feel that the 
present S, U, General Manager (Darrel 
Ness) exercises an inordinate amount of 
control over the affairs of the Students’ 
Union and, if so, what would you prop- 
ose to do about it? nn 

This question is important because, 
over the last three years, the manage- 
ment of the Students’ Union has become 
excessively top-heavy. Within SUB it- 
self, there is a General Manager, a Bui- 
Iding Manager, several accountants, se- 
vereal floor managers and, of course, 
the S, U. Executive, And all this to ov- 
ersee the running of one building, Per- 
iod, Anda building that the various 
CUPE workers could handle quite effici- 
ently by themselves with no need for all 
this managin 

The question of Darrel Ness, while 
being directly tied to this, is a problem 
complete in itself, Ness has managed 
to stake out quite the little empire for 
himself over the last three years, Star- 
ting with Tim Christian and. going into 
hig swing under (perhaps over would be 
a better word) Gerald A, Riskin, this 
supposed "servant" of the students (and 
$22, 000 a year of your money is damn 
gous wages for a servant) has insinuated 

imself into the direct running of the 
Union to the point where his mere phy- 
sical presence is enough to direct the 
course of a regular council meeting, 
Mic rarely is bag ae passed without 
his having been consulted and it is rarer 
still for anything to be passed over his 
objections or defeated in spite of his su- 
pport, ee 

He is, in fact, gradually assimilating 
all the functions of the S, U, Executive 
unto himself, The current spate of em- 
pire buildin: going on in the managem- 
ent levels oF the Union (steadily increa- 
sing management budgets and decreas- 
ing services budgets over the last three 
years attest to this) can be almost direc- 
tly attributed to the actions of Mr, Ne- 
ss, 

However, the Executive and council 
must all share part of the blame for per- 
mitting this to happen by not carrying 
out all their responsibilities in terms of 
research and action, Future Executives 
must look not only at restructuring man- 
agement, but also at using it to carry 
out their policies rather than permitting 
the management to carry out its own po- 
licies, 
the alternatives that are open to them, 
Already, at least two provincial gover- 
nments (Alberta and Ontario) have com- 
missioned major reports on their educa- 
tional systems, This spring, ministers 
of education from all the provinces are 
meeting in Ottawa to decide long term 
educational priorities an d to hold talks 


on financing. The Ontario fee increase 
and resulting student strikes and the tr- 


‘oubles in Quebec are merely indications 


ormore ofthe same tocome. _— ._ 

Therefore, POUNDMAKER feels that 
there is a definite need for some nation- 
al student group that can take the int- 
erests of Candian students, in union, to 
the various governments and organiza- 
tions involved, The N, U.S, is the on- 
y available vehicle with which to do 

is, We récommend that it be suppor- 
ted by the students at the U, of A, 

6. Would you favour a voluntary 
Students’ Union? 

This is a question that has recurred 
at odd intervals throughout Canadian 
universities for the last few years, most 
recently at Memorial University in New- 
foundland, 

POUNDMAKER favours a volunta 
students’ union as we feel it would ye 


‘ entralize the presently highly bureaucra- 


tic union into a coalition of far more 
efficient quasi- autonomous student soc- 
ieties with a loose over-all managem- 
ent, This is, however, a question that 
is wide open to debate and is included 
more for interest sake than anything el- 
se, 


7, Why are you running in this ele- 
ction? 

Again, an "interest" question, It is 
our opinion that there are basically two 
types of people running for office in this 
(as in most) election, if you will forgi- 
ve sweeping categorizations: a) those 
who have meaningful platforms and are 
sincerely interested in the welfare of 
the students, and b) those, like Delan- 
ey and Mantor, who are interested pri- 
marily in the rather egocentric pursuit 
of building their own political careers, 

8, Do you think the Students’ Uni- 
on should take stands on community is- 
sues? 

Despite what some people may think 
and/or wet the university can never be 
anything but an integral part of the co- 
mmunity in which it exists, As such, 
the S, U, can be an effective and influ- 
ential vehicle for community activism. 
It has a wide range of resources and per- 
sonnel at its disposal that many groups 
within the community could make very 
good use of, Such programs as the No- 
rth Garneau question and the Kraft Boy- 
cott are almost tailor made for effect- 
ive action on the part of the S, U, 

These, then, are what POUNDMAK- 
ER feels to be the major issues in this 
campaign, While you may not agree 
with our analysis, we hope that you will 
take our questions into serious consider- 
ation when you decide which candida- 
tes to support on Friday, 

It is, after all, your Union, And 


therefore, ultimately, your responsibility, 


2, What services should the Students’ 
Union provide and how should they be 
fing need? 
is is, of COUTS€s the big recurring 
question from year to year in these ele- 
ctions, It recurs primarily because no 
one seems willing to.take effective act- 
ion to ensure that the Union will in fact 
become what it was always intended to 
be; a service oriented student governm- 
ent, : 

The services that we feel should be 
provided include C, K, S, R.; a Students’ 
Union Art Gallery; an independent stud- 
ent newspaper; relevant informative for- 
ums that deal with the issues and events 
that affect students as people, not as con- 
sumers or spectators; various co- operativ- 
es such as food, housing, clothing and 
day care co-operatives, which would aid 
students in their daily confrontations wi- 
th the simple problems of survival; and 


others that would concentrate on serving 
the needs of the students instead of man- 
are them, 

All of these services, many of which 
would not even be that expensive, can 
be provided with little or no increase in 
Students’ Union fees, It is simply a ma- 
tter of handling the money that council 
now gets more carefully, and stopping 
the wastage that currently runs ge a- 
mock on the management levels of the 
Union, 

3, What was your aan on last 
Fall’ s fee referendum 

We think that this question should pro- 
vide some insights into the candidates 
perceptions of the current budgetary pro- 
blems the S, U, is experiencing, 

POUNDMAKER opposed the referend- 
um as we saw it merely as an attempt 
to deal with shortages created by mana- 
agp incompetence and overspending 

y ignoring these basic problems and shi- 
fting the responsibility instead onto the 
shoulders of the students, 

4, Do you have any plans for increa- 
sing the occupancy in HUB? What do 


you think should be done with HUB? 
: The reason behind this question is ob- 
vious, HUB has the potential to turn in-

us has ever known, Council just recent- 
ly had to borrow another $500, 000 to 
keep the place going and present rates of 
occupancy don’ t exactly look encoura-

ie POUNDMAKER would suggest a low- 
ering of the rents first of all, just to make 
it a little more attractive to prospective 
tenants and to take some small portion 
of the burden off the tenants now living 
there, Beyond this, we would suggest 
that the Union look into the possibility 
of selling the whole thing to the govern- 
ment (either one will doy as a low cost 
housing unit, It is simply a matter of 
fact that, with declining enrollment be- 
coming a trend, the S,U, cannot afford 
to have a two-block millstone hanging 
around its neck, 

5. Are you in favour of the U. of A, 
joining the National Union of Students?

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GFC approves computerized 


pre-registration, libra

Computerized pre-registration will 
be available to all nonfreshmen stu- 
dents by the summer of’ 74. 

A motion to that effect. by Pat De- 
laney subsequently amended by Dr 
E. J. Ruse received overwhelming sup- 
port from General Faculties Council 
last Monday afternoon. 

In a letter to the Secretary of GFC, 
Delaney noted that "to students, the 
increased counselling, the faster re- 
gistration process, and the ability to 
make course selections and changes 
without the pressure of the present sys- 
tem are advantages for which they 
have been striving for a number of 
years.” 

Student reps felt that the present 
5- stage registration procedure Jed to 
confusion and frustration. Dean Ross 
of the Faculty of Science added that 
"we are forcing people to make de- 
cisions that are not on solid ground. ” 


One academic feared that "we are 
being asked to make a jump into the 
unknown. " 

Dean of Arts R G. Baldwin complai- 
ned that course changes for the calen- 
dar would have to be finalized nearly 
a year prior to the following acadmic 
session. 

One of the authors of the report on 
computerized advance registration, 

J. R Colbourne, explained that students 
would have no choice in iE sec- 
tions and times under the new system. 


Graduate student Peter Flynn countered 


that "this thought that students are 
being thrown to the wolves is not true. ” 
Presently, he added. students only 
list preferences on their course selec- 
tion forms and this system would not 
be altered by the introduction of a 
computer. President Max Wyman in- 
tends to introduce computerized pre- 
registration next year on an experi- 
mental basis and permanently by 1974.

N.S. tests new system 


HALIFAX (CUP) -- A new educat- 
ion system which includes direct stud- 
ent involvement in course content and 
development in all ap may be im- 
plemented in Nova Scotia, 

The broad new system, a complete 
turnaround from the current traditional 
educational process, is not expected to 
be fully implemented for several years, 

But former education minister Pet- 
er Nicholson has approved the system 
and the new minister, Allan Sullivan, 
says he has given formal ministerial 
approval so pre-implementation work 
can begin, 

Successful implementation of the 
new system, called A Total Education- 
al Program Development System for 
Nova Scotia, lies with classroom teach- 
ers, students, and the community, 
deputy education minister Harold Nason 
says. 

It is important that directives and 
policy formulation come from these 
areas, Nason said, because if they 
“come from the department, the whole

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The Senate meets: 
Camrose discovers the UofA

A chance to air their views on the 
university and to meet casually with 
some of the ' big boys’ from the U of 
A was given to the people of Camrose 
Feb, 25 when the Senate held its 
first meeting outside of Edmonton in 
the auditorium of Camrose Lutheran 
College. 

About 60 people, mainly upper- 
middle class types, attended the open 
town meeting Thursday evening which 
featured Chancellor Louis Desrochers, 
the executive committee of the Sen- 

- ate, U of A President Max Wyman, . 
and several administrators and deans, 

There was a relaxed atmosphere as 
members of the audience politely 
stated their questions which Mr, Des- 
rochers directed to an appropriate 
person from the university. 


It was obvious that most people 
shied away from asking the kinds of 
embarrassing questions to which they 
might really have wanted answers, 
such as when Camrose was going to 
get degree-granting status or when 
the university was going to produce 
more doctors and dentists. 

Perhaps the restraint was duc to the 
unfamiliarity of the situation or more 
likely it was because of the presence 
of video taping equipment for the 
Channel 11 broadcast of the mecting 
later this month. The bright lights 
and cameras did little to promote 
an informal atmosphere, 


It was an excellent opportunity, 
however, to hear our administrators 
admit to flaws in the university whicn 
they often refuse to eee ey 
For example, an end was finally put 
to the myth that the university’ s 
prime concern was teaching, aided 
to a degree by research. . Wyman 
stated quite plainly that the university 
offers a particular kind of education - 
the opportunity to learn in a research 
atmosphere, 

In this way the tniversity remains 
a unique institution, a type ‘ot to 
be imitated by others, he stressed, 
Because of this he was not too con- 
cerned about the question of trans- 
ferability since to have it would nec-° 
cessitate all institutions being the 
same, 

Not that Dr, Wyman wanted to 
imply that the university doesn’t 
want junior colleges to able to 
grant degrees and that they remain 
only part of a feeder system, which 
was the interpretation of a staff mem- 
ber from Camrose College, No, said 
Dr. Wyman, “If junior colleges want 
to go into full programs, we don’t 
want to stop them. We only want 
students at the university that want 
to be there, " 

We want junior colleges to have 
characters of their own, he said, 
Hence he had no objections to Cam- 
tose building character through third- 
and fourth-year university programs, 
but felt colleges such as Grant Mac- 
Ewan should perhaps stay away from 
a major transfer program and stick 
to remedial matric programs, 


Other questions from the audience 
concentrated on more nitty- gritty 


matters such as quality of teaching, 
class size, and conditions in the fes- 
idences, One person wanted to know 
if the university was using undergrad- 
wates as a base and an excuse to sup- 
port a graduate program and research, 
an impression quickly denied by Dr, 
Kreisel who eee as an example 
that the level of performance of both 
staff and students in the English dept, 
rose with the development of a grad- 
uate program, 


The question of the role of the un- 
iversity in a place such as Camrose 
also arose. Perhaps we don’t take 
advantage of the extension seivices as 
much as we could, commented one 
person, adding that in a community 
of that size the isolation of the univ- 
ersity was not felt as much as it might 
be in Edmonton. He was referring to 
an earlier comment by Senate member 
June Sheppard who noted that while a 
certain amount of remoteness was 
necessary, it was carried too far - that 


some people were afraid of the univer-~- 


sity. 


The formal mceting was held Fri- 
day and featured the final report of the 
Task Force on Tenvre as well as inter- 
im reports by the task forces on ent- 
rance requirements, student finance, 
academic planning and physical plan- 


—s 

e Task Force or. fenure was 

coh gst primarily to discover the 
public mind on the question of tenure, 
an obligation which was fulfilled but 
which added little to resolving the 
many conflicting viewpoints, For the 
most part the public felt tenure was 
an internal problem of the university 
and should be solved as such by the 
administration without detracting 

from the quality of the academic com- 
munity, 


Tenure as a system of probation 
and terms of employment and dis- 
missal was not generally objected to, 
nor was the right to academic free - 
dom or job security denied, The 
manner in which tenure was admin- 
istered and the assumption that 
tenure was equivalent to appointment 
to the bench was seriously attacked, 
said the report, 


Rigid, inflexible and bureaucratic 
regulations set down in * officialese’ 
is how the task force on entrance 
requirements sees the university 
Calendar, although it conceded 
that the problem was more one of 
public relations since the regulations 
were in a state of flux, 

In addition, the progress report 
commented on the lack of appeal 
procedures for someone who had 
been rejected by the university or a 
faculty, the fact that the quota 
system of some faculties was barring 
many who were still excellent stu- 
dents, and the unsatisfactory state 
of requirements for mature students, 


Also discussed on Friday, although 
briefly, was a submission from Cam- 
rose Lutheran College appealing for 
a greater role in higher education and 
more government assistance for pri- 


vate colleges such as itself, Private 
colleges in 1971-72 received a per 
-pupil pe of $1, 050 compared to 
1,579 for public colleges, a figure 
much closer to the actual cost. 

Rev. Glen Johnson, president of 
the College, said it wants to remain 
a liberal arts college with a religious 
philosophy of education, but also 
wants to strengthen its ties with the 
U of A, He would like to see expan- 
sion into a university transfer third 
year, the ability to recommend gran- 
ting of degrees, and the power to 
prepare courses not already found in 
the J of A Calendar, 


Protests over 
reorganization 


Emerging only in the last few 
minutes of the meeting Friday was a 
great displeasure over the govern. - 
ment’ s planned reorganization of 
the Department of Advanced Educa- 
tion, It was felt that there had been 
inadequate, or in fact no, consulta- 
tion prior to the announcement of 
the changes a few weeks ago, 

As a result the Senate passed a 
resolution recording its grave con- 
cern at the implications of the re- 
organization of the department of 
advanced education without there 
having been adequate consultation 
with the. universities, and further di- 
tected the Senate executive to con- 
vey this concern to Advanced Educa- 
tion Jim Foster requesting proyision 
for immediate and full consultation 
with the universities, 

Dr. Wyman attempted to defend 
the reorganization by saying that 
there had been announcement of the 
dissolution of the Universities Comm- 
ission and Colleges Commission some 
time ago, and that documents had 
been made available to the boards 
of governors, although on a strictly 
confidential basis, 

At that point Mr. Desrochers left 
the chair to speak as an individual, 
commenting that while he recognized 
thai the government:had the duty and 
power to set up a department for our 
well being, when it was set up in a 
vacuum there were certain consequ- 
ences for the university, students and 
faculty. 

He too knew about the reorganiza- 
tion several weeks ago, also on a 
strictly confidential basis, but felt 
it should be open to public discussion, 
"The planned reorganization may be 
allright - [hold the view that it is 
not, " he said, emphasizing his con- 
cern that there was such a restricted 
consultation, 

The vaio of Calgary General 
Faculties Council has also expressed 
concern over the reorganization and 
recently passed a resolution calling 
upon the government to restore con- 
fidence in its educational policy by 
holding discussions with the universi- 
ties, 

A member of Calgary*s Senate 
who reported on the GFC -esolution 
there commented, “I don’ t like 
erosion of freedom in anybody's 
language, " 


Academic staff 
get 5.3% raise 


Academic staff at the U of A have 
- received a 5, 3% across- the- board sal- 
ary increase on their 19°3-74 contract, 
This figure represents the staff associ- 
ation’ s final position during this year’ 
bargaining, and was chosen over the 
Board of Governors’ final offer by se- 
lection office: K. A. Pugh, former de- 
puty minister of labour. 
ith final position selection, if a- 
greement is not reached within a pre- 
scribed period each side submits a final . 
_ position to a previously chosen selec- 
tion officer who than picks one position, 
and not a compromise. The procedure 
has been in use for two years now and 
both times it has required a selection 
officer. 

This year’ s increase compares fa- 
vourably with those of the past few 
years, such as 2. 5% in 1979-71 and 
3.14% in19°1 ~2 It is quite likely 
that the Board of Governor’ s position 
was less than the 5. 3%, although it 
was not revealed. 

As a result of the increase the mini- 
mum annual salary for a full professor 
increases to $21, 820 from $20, 715, An 
associate prof will receive a minimum 
of $16, 420 compared to $15, 585, an 
assistant prof will get $12, 500 compared 
to $11, 585, and a lecturer will now re- 
ceive $9, 650 compared to $9, 145. 

Also at the same time, the Univer- 
sity of Toronto announced a 3. 5% sal- 
ary increase for its academic staff for 
1973-74. Minimum salaries will now 
range from $18, 300 for full professors 
to $9, 200 for lecturers. In addition, 
merit increases averaging $700 per 
person will be available to those ear- 
ning less than $26, 000, and $400 to 
those earning more. 

The U of A staff association is 
pleased with the results of this year’ s 
bargaining, feeling it proves final of- 
fer Siskin to be a reasonable proce- 

- dure which draws both sides into a re- 
alistic position, 4 re as 

Historically, contract decisions have 
usually gone to the Board, and some- 
times where the decision has favoured 
the staff association it has been over- 
turned by the university. Now that this 
year’ s bargaining has been completed. 
the staff association and the university 
will be reviewing the procedure and 
determining whether to retain it or de- 
velop a new one. 

The settlement, which includes an 
additional . 07% in fringe benefits, 
covers adminstrators, professional of- 
ficers, and professional librarians as 
well as teaching and research staff
